School-Age  Pop' 
tion  at  Beginn 


During  the  195S.'s  the  sch^oI-age 
ponulation   (5-17  3''ears)   has  been  increas- 
ing at  over  twice  the  rate  of  the  total 
population*     At  the  beginning  of  the 
19?B-59  school  year  (July  1,  19^8)   there 
were, according  to  the  Bureau  of  the  Census, 
an  estimated  Ul.B  million  school-age  chil- 
dren, an  increase  of  1,^  -nnllion,   or  3,8 
percent  over  the  munber  on  July  1,  1957, 
During  the  same  12-month  perj.od,   the  total 
ponulationi/  increased  from  170,5  to  173.5 
million  persons,  or  1,7  percent.     The  per- 
cent of  the  total  population  aged  5-17  rose 
from  20,3  at  the  beginning  of  the  decade  to 
23,6  at  the  beginning  of  the  195B-59  school 
year. 


Enrollment  and  Attendance 

Total  enrollment  in  public   elemen- 
tar^r  and  secondary  day  schools  increased 
from  33,6  million  pupils  in  1957-58  to 
3U,8  million  pupils  in  1958-59,  or  3,6 
percent.     The  increase  in  kindergarten 
and  grades  1  through  8  was  887,000  or 
3,5  percent,  as  compared  with  an  in- 
crease of  387,000  or  h»9  percent,   in 
grades  9  through  12    (including  post- 
graduates).    The  total  average  daily 
attendance  in  1958-59  was  31.2  million 
or  89,6  percent  of  the  total  enroll- 
ment,

Pu>^lic  High  School  Graduates 

Not  only  are  more  American  youth 
attending  high  school  than  ever  be- 
fore but  a  higher  proportion  of  the 
entering  classes  are  staying  on  to 
graduate.  Thus,  the  1,U35,000  pub- 
lic high  school  graduates  in  19^8-59 
represented  70  percent  of  the  class 
entering  grade  9  in  1955-56,  a  new 
record  for  the  holding  power  of 
public  high  schools.  VJhile  girls 
have  always  gr^du^ted  in  greater 
number  than  boys,  the  trend  is 
toward  equality;  in  1958-59,  hS.? 
percent  of  the  graduates  were 
boys.  Only  in  the  West-and- 
Southwest  reeion  were  there  more 
bo7''S  than  girls  graduating. 

Instructional  Staff 

In  19^^-^9   the  instructional  staff 
consisted  of  16,000  supervisors,  62,000 
principals,  and  1,318,000  teachers  and 
other  nonsupervlsory  ?.nstn.ictional 
staff.  They  constitiited  a  total  of 
1,396,000,  an  increase  of  61,000  over 
the  1957-58  total.  The  ratio  of  total 
instructional  staff  ner  1,000  pupils 
enrolled,  which  was  y0,l  nationally, 
varied  from  30,9  for  the  lowest  State 
to  56,3  for  the  highest  State, 

School  Districts 

The  nionber  of  local  school  districts 
has  declined  steadily  in  recent  vears  as 
a  result  of  reorganization  and  consoli- 
dation of  small  and  nonoperating  dis- 


tricts. There  were  UU,.500  operating  and 
nonoperating  districts  in  1958-59  as 

compared  with  a7,600  in  1957-58.  About 
two-thirds  of  the  school  districts  were 
located  in  the  Great  Lakes-and-Plains 
region.  The  number  of  districts  in  the 
States  in  this  region  ranged  from  970 
to  U,U03.  At  the  other  extreme,  there 
were  10  States  in  other  regions  with 
fewer  than  100  districts. 

Schools  (Including  1-Teacher  Schools) 

In  spite  of  the  extensive  school 
building  program  which  was  necessitated 
by  increasing  enrollments  in  recent 
years,  the  number  of  schools  (other 
than  1-teacher  schools)  has  remained  at 
about  the  same  level.  Small  schools 
that  have  been  closed  have  been  replaced 
by  larger  schools.  Ehiring  the  ^-jear 
period  from  1953-5U  to  19.58-59,  the  aver- 
age enrollment  per  school  (both  elemen- 
tary and  secondarj"-)  increased  from  211 
pupils  to  29k   pupils. 

There  were  93>000  elanentary  schools 
in  1958-59  (of  which  23,000  vjere  1-teache 
schools)  as  compared  with  98,000  elemen-' 
tary  schools  in  1957-58  (of  which  26,000; 
were  1-teacher  schools) ,  In  spite  of  the 
steady  drop  in  the  number  of  1-teacher 
schools — particularly  in  the  Great  Lakes^ 
and-Plains  region  where  they  have  been 
most  prevalent— over  half  of  the  elemen-- 
tarj'  schools  in  eight  States  were  1- 
teacher  schools  in  l?58-59. 

The  number  of  secondary  schools  has 
remained  in  a  25,000-26,000  ranee  from 
1953-5U  to  1958-59.
